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COINS AND MEDALS OF MARTIN LUTHER AND THE 
REFORMATION.

Most writers agree in giving the date of Luther’s birth as Nov- 
ember 10, but some have stated that it was October 22, in order to 
prove from his horoscope that he was radically a bad man. On the 
11th. of Nov., his father took him to St. Peter’s church, where he 
was baptised, and, in commemoration of the day, called Martin. 
The next year his parents removed to Mansfeld, where his are 
became a member of the city council.. From 1497 to 1504, 
studied at Magdeburg, Eisenach and Erfurt. In conformity to e 
father’s wishes, he intended to devote himself to the study of law, 
but being overtaken by a violent storm, and, as he says, ‘ encom- 
passed with the anguish and terror of death,” he vowed to abandon 
the world, and entered an Augustine Cloister, at Erfurt, July 17, 
1505. In 1510, he was sent to Rome, whick he supposed to be a 
most holy city. While there, he wrote ; ‘+ L have also performed a 
iiass or two, and was almost sorry that my father and mother yet 
lived, for how gladly would I have delivered them from purgatory 
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in Malachi, chap. 4. v. 5. In 1520, Luther was Sdoomnmunicated 
and his books were burned at Rome. Tn 1521, he received the’ fol- 
lowing order to appear before the diet at Worms : a

Fear neither injustice 
nor violence, for we will firmly abide by our aforesaid safe conduct. 
We expect that thou will obey our summons, and, in 80 doing, thou 

will obey our earnest wishes.
